LOCAL. 

Rev. Mr. Brick, left the Athabasca Land- 
ing for Peace river by the H. B. boats on 
September 23rd. His stock was being driven 
overlat.d and there was likely to be consider - 
able difficulty in getting the animals through 
eafely, as there ie no road. 

Rev. Mr. Garton late C. M. 8. missionary 
at Fort Simpson recently told the Winnipeg 
Sun that that the Indians of Fort Wrigley on 
the Mackenzie had found a yellowish metal 
which they used as shot for killing birds. 
The metal is supposed to be gold. 

TREATY payments in Battle river agency 
were commenced at Battle river on Monday 
and finished on Wednesday. Norris & Carey 
and Daly & Co. of Kdinonton, W. Macdon- 
ald, Padmore, Laboucan and Hamelin of 
Battle river were the traders present. 

It is reported that there are with Kee-se- 
ka-wa-sis on the Stony Plain, three white 
men and a negro from across the lines. The 
white men ate named respectively, Davis, 
Wilson and Williams, and the negro, Hoick. 
George says he was unarmed until he reach- 
ed Battle river when he bought a gun, also 
pair of moccasins. 

Messrs. Youn@ and Becher of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, and T. Edmund: 
son arrived from a hunting excursion to 
Beaver lake on Friday afternoon. Messrs. 
Hardisty and Beston left Beaver lake for the 
east on Tuesday. On the way ont Mr. 
Beston killed a bear in the Beaver hills. The 
paity also killey a jumping deer, and made 
a good hunt of ducks and geese besides. 

THE vote on the erection of Edmonton 
Roman Catholic separate school district 
took place on Thursday afternoon in Banner. 
man’s ball, and resulted in favor of a school 
district with the same boundaries as the 
Edmonton Protestant public school district. 
Geo. Roy, L. Kelly and A. Prince were elect- 
ed the first board of trustees. The school 
will probably be opened about November 1st. 

The Toronto Mail of September 17th gives 
a very complimentary notice of the Alberta 

roducts displayed at the Toronto exhibition 
n charge of Jos, Maw, of Calyary, also a very 
fair statement of the nature und capabilities 
of the district,'which is specially recommend- 
ed for ranching and mixed farming. Special 
mention is made of the Red Deer and Medi- 
cine Hat exhibits. The Mail professes aston- 
ishment that over 75 bushels of oats to the 
acre can be raised in Alberta. 

H. Lone of the Sturgeon, has Cuthbert 
raspberries from the London nurseries, 
planted in 86 which began bearing fruit in 
87, and have been bearing luxuriantly this 
season from the first of August to the pre- 
deut time. The busen are perfectly hardy, 
having had no special protection either of 
the tuo winters they have been out, and 
not having frozen back a particle. Fay’s 
prolific redcurrant planted at the same 
time and given the same treatment has 
frozen back a little. The Houghton goose- 
berry also planted at the same time and left 
unprotected has frozen clear to the rout each 
winter, but has grown again each summer, 
Mr. Long will 1 it this winter in hopes 
of more favorable results. Some black rasp- 
berries planted last spring have done well, 
but what they will do 
during the winter remains to be seen. A 
single cultivated cherry tree planted last 
apring has also done well. Hlack Naples 
currant bushes planted in '86 have made 
an excellent growth and are perfectly hardy 
—as much so asthe wild black currants 
plauted alongside, and have yielded as well 
this season, Black currants growing wild 
have been very plentiful this year for the 
first time since 82, while those of the same 
kind planted in the garden have done well 
every year. 

O. CHABLE, who was mining at Rocky Bar 
about ten miles up the river from town on 
the Stony reserve, came to town Saturday 
afternoon and reported that during his ab- 
acnce from his tent working in che river on 
Friday afternoon some person or persons 
visited it and took all the provisions he had 
there away, including bacon, sugar, raisins, 
apples, bread, tea, coffee, etc. His flour 
would doubtless have gone too but it was in 
his canoe, On the previous Sunday he had 
uoticed the tracks of two persons near his 
camp, one wearing large moccasins and the 
other small boots. He saw the same tracks 
again on Saturday morning. As there were 
evidently two thieves and he was alone und 
unarmed he did not attempt to follow them. 
Although no one lives on the south side of 
the river he saw there on the flat below his 
camp a few days before, @ poor cayuse horse, 
light bay with white spot on forehead and 
white hind legs. Report has it that George 
Kec-se-ka-wa-sis, and his Montana compan- 
ions are lurking on the Stoney reserve, 
keeping their horses on the south side of 
the river, and Mr. Chable thinks they are the 
parties who robbed him. From the reputa- 


tion of these parties he does not feel justified | 


in starting work there again alone and must 


time the authorities were bestirring them- 
selves regarding this outlaw. Property and 
even life are not safe while he and hus com- 
paulons are at large.
